Elizabeth  Chorale,  and  Wind  Ensemble  performed  to  nearly  sold 
out  crowds  in  Neumann  Auditorium  December  4  through  7.  This 
year's  performance  also  included  a  children's  choir  to  incorporate 
Wartburg's  "Celebrate  Community"  theme  for  the  year.  To  go 
along  with  the  new  mural,  new  lighting  was  also  installed.  These  two 
additions  worked  together  as  the  lighting  moved  along  the  mural 
as  the  program  moved  into  the  themes  of  hope,  joy,  and  peace. 
The  program  concluded  where  all  performers  joined  together  in  a 
candlelit  number. 
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The  Mime  is  an  annual  performance  that  takes  place  in  the  Chapel. 
This  year  those  who  attended  witnessed  a  struggle  of  Jesus  and 
Satan  in  silent  actions.  Mime  gives  a  portrayal  of  the  life  of  Jesus, 
but  does  so  in  a  unique  way.  The  story  is  told  entirely  by  actions  and 
music  without  any  words.  This  years  Mime  cast  included  eleven 
students  and  three  others  that  worked  on  the  crew.  Kayley  Law 
was  this  year's  student  writer  and  director.  Scenes  ranged  from  the 
fall  of  Satan  to  Jesus'  resurrection  and  promise  of  forgiveness.  The 
actors  painted  their  faces  to  depict  their  characters,  evil  characters 
painted  their  faces  black  while  Jesus'  face  was  painted  white. 
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Each  year  the  Artist  Series  committee  works  hard  to  bring  a  variety  of 
unique  events  to  campus.  The  events  range  from  melodramatic  theatri- 
cal plays  to  lively  acrobatic  shows  to  angelic  sounds  by  choirs  from  all 
over  the  globe.  These  shows  are  open  to  all  Wartburg  students  as  well 
as  community  members. 

To  begin  the  year  the  Texas  Tenors  performed  to  nearly  sold-out 
crowds  at  each  of  their  shows.  The  group  is  well  known  for  their  appear- 
ance on  America's  Got  Talent  where  they  placed  fourth.  The  Texas  Ten- 
ors also  performed  the  national  anthem  at  Wartburg's  home  football 
game  against  Lores  College. 

The  second  event  of  the  year  was  the  Church  Basement  Ladies.  Fol- 
lowing sold  out  performances  last  year,  the  Artist  Series  committee 
decided  to  invite  the  group  back  to  campus  for  a  "second  helping."  Set 
in  1969,  their  hilarious  onstage  antics  dealt  with  issues  such  as  anti-war 
protests,  serving  at  the  church's  Missionary  Night,  and  the  Minnesota 
Vikings  on  Super  Bowl  Sunday.

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Rashomon,  was  the  first  play  of  the  year  put  on  by  the  Wartburg 
Players.  The  production  was  originally  a  Japanese  film.  The  story 
takes  the  audience  back  thousands  of  years  to  Kyoto,  Japan  at 
Rashonnon  Gate.  The  play  brought  quite  a  bit  of  Japanese  culture 
to  the  stage  by  performing  Asian  dances  and  even  included  two 
sword  fights. 

In  the  play,  the  story  of  the  rape  and  murder  are  told  four  times 
during  a  trial,  each  witness  has  a  different  story  to  tell.  What  start- 
ed as  a  melodramatic  account  of  the  crime  turns  into  a  comic  one 
by  the  fourth  time  as  the  search  for  the  truth  continues. 
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The  musical  of  the  year  was  Oliver!,  one  of 
the  classics  in  the  world  of  theater.  Inspired 
by  Charles  Dickens'  novel,  Oliver  Twist,  about 
a  young  orphan  who  escapes  to  London. 
There  he  meets  the  Artful  Dodger,  leader  of 
a  gang  of  juvenile  pickpockets. 

While  this  is  a  performance  of  the  college, 
much  of  the  cast  was  comprised  of  children, 
including  two  of  the  main  characters.  This 
addition  added  some  challenges,  but  it  really 
helped  the  play  come  to  life.  Many  of  the 
cast  members  enjoyed  working  along  side 
the  young  actors. 
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The  final  performance  of  the  year  called  Kosher  Lutherans,  was  a  comedy 
poking  fun  at  both  the  Lutheran  and  Jewish  religions.  This  performance 
was  chosen  for  two  main  reasons:  Students  always  want  a  comedy  and 
this  performance  brought  in  the  element  of  diversity.  In  an  unofficial 
poll  done  before  the  performances,  sixty  percent  of  students  surveyed 
did  not  know  what  'kosher'  meant.  There  were  high  hopes  that  the  play 
would  be  well  received,  and  such  hopes  were  filled.  The  performances 
were  well  attended  and  the  audiences  responded  well  to  the  sitcom - 
style  humor.  The  small  cast  consisted  of  actors  Matt  Hodak,  Gretchen 
Skellengen  Justin  Cervantes,  Maddie  Paxton,  and  Caitlin  Harbach.

Each  year  Wartburg  hosts  a  V-Day  campaign,  which  is  intend- 
ed to  raise  money  for  local  women's  shelters  in  an  attempt  to 
end  violence  against  women.  The  campaign  raises  awareness 
for  these  issues  by  hosting  a  panel  discussion  and  Eucharist. 
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Dance  Marathon  is  a  student-run  organization  that  raises  money  for 
the  Children's  Miracle  Network  and  the  University  of  Iowa  Children's 
Hospital.  Throughout  the  year  Dance  Marathon  hosts  a  variety  of  fun- 
draisers and  family  events  all  leading  up  to  the  main  event.  In  order  to 
participate,  each  dancer  raises  $100.  This  year's  event  included  more 
than  120  participants  and  raised  $17,704.18. 

The  main  event  is  a  full  eight-hour  Dance  Marathon.  It  includes  live  en- 
tertainment, games  and  dancing.  At  the  top  of  each  hour  everyone  par- 
ticipates in  the  morale  dance,  a  choreographed  dance  featuring  short 
excerpts  from  a  myriad  of  popular  songs,  which  is  designed  to  keep  the 
energy  up  for  the  duration  of  the  event.

Feed  My  Starving  Children  is  a  non-profit  Christian  organization 
that  is  committed  to  feeding  the  hungry.  Children  and  adults  vol- 
unteer their  time  to  hand-pack  meals  specifically  for  malnourished 
children.  The  organization  sends  the  meals  to  nearly  70  countries 
around  the  world. 

Feed  My  Starving  Children  has  a  mobile  packing  center  that 
travels  all  around  the  country.  The  organization  was  on  campus 
for  a  total  of  three  days.  In  that  short  time  more  than  900  vol- 
unteers helped  pack  196,922  meals.  Those  meals  will  feed  540 
children  for  an  entire  year. 

Wartburg's  original  goal  was  to  pack  1 86,000  meals  this  year. 
However,  after  the  need  for  food  arose  in  Japan  after  a  tsunami  in 
March,  Feed  My  Starving  Children  has  asked  that  mobile  packing 
events  pack  an  extra  7,1 28  meals,  which  is  equivalent  of  one  pal- 
late.  These  additional  meals  went  directly  to  Japan  relief. 
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The  Food  Olympics  are  a  May  Term  tradition  filled  with  many  fun- 
filled  competitions  for  students  to  participate  in.  Student  Center 
Council  works  hard  to  put  on  this  annual  event.  Competitions 
include:  the  orange  pass,  egg  spoon  race,  greased  watermelon 
relay,  doughnut  eating  contest,  and  the  condiment  slide.  Prizes 
were  given  to  the  winners  of  each  event.  Students  were  invited 
to  watch  their  peers  compete  in  these  entertaining  food  events 
while  enjoying  a  picnic  on  the  campus  mall.

Both  the  men's  and  women's  cross  country  teams  had  a  successful  sea- 
son. Wartburg's  men  were  at  the  number  9  spot  on  the  weekly  United 
States  Cross  Country  and  Track  and  Field  Coaches  Association's  Central 
Region  rankings,  released  on  September  14th.  The  women  were  ranked 
No.  25  nationally,  and  No.  4  on  the  Central  Region  poll  produced  by  the 
United  States  Track  and  Field  and  Cross  Country  Coaches  Association.

Moser  was  the  high  finisher  for  the 
men  at  the  Iowa  Conference  and  NCAA  Division  III  Central  Region  meets, 
and  also  gained  a  player  of  the  week  award.  TIach  won  the  Central  Region 
title  and  was  an  All-American  at  nationals  with  a  1 7th  place  finish.  Other 
awards  handed  out  by  Johnson  include:  Most  Improved  going  to  sopho- 
more Parker  Comentino,  and  sophomore  Erin  Seymour.  Most  Inspirational 
went  to  senior  Jon  Stover,  and  Laura  Sigmund.  Top  Newcomer  was  fresh- 
man Sam  Read,  and  freshman  Sammi  Bruett.  The  Coaches  Award  went  to 
senior  Nick  Lee,  junior  Tanner  Linden,  and  seniors  Anna  Kraayenbrink,  and 
Emily  Long.  Wartburg  held  three  meets  this  season,  and  on  November  20, 
201 0  the  Knights  hosted  the  National  Cross  Country  Meet. 
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The  Knights  earned  the  number  one  seed  in  the 
IIAC  conference  tournament.  The  Knights  have 
made  it  to  the  finals  eight  years  in  a  row,  and  have 
earned  five  titles.  The  men's  soccer  team  had 
numerous  awards  and  accomplishments  this  sea- 
son. The  2010  most  valuable  player  award  went 
to  senior  midfielder  Lucas  Prater,  Lucas  was  also 
named  first  team  all-Iowa  Conference  and  second 
team  all-National  Soccer  Coaches  Association  of 
America  award.  Offensive  player  of  the  year  went 
to  sophomore  Brandon  Cook.  Senior  Brandon 
Busbee  took  the  defensive  player  of  the  year.  New- 
comer of  the  year  was  picked  up  by  freshman  Bob 
Brown.  The  most  improved  award  went  to  sopho- 
more David  Sanford,  and  the  coaches'  award  went 
to  senior  Kyle  McKenna.

This  year  the  women  had  great  success.  They  end- 
ed their  season  with  a  1 4-6  record.  Junior  forward 
Katy  Wendt  received  second  team  National  Soccer 
Coaches  Association  Of  America/Performance 
Subaru  Division  III  Ail-American  honors.  Other  hon- 
ors include:  Sophomore  Kaylee  Banning,  junior  Katy 
Wendt,  freshman  Anna  Aquino,  IIAC  1  st  team.  Ju- 
nior Jess  Macauley,  junior  Mackenzie  Moore,  and 
Junior  Chelsea  Frye  gained  second  team  honors. 
Freshman  Kelli  Anderson  received  honorable  men- 
tion. The  Knights  moved  past  the  University  of 
Dubuque  and  Lores  in  the  Conference  Champion- 
ship. They  advanced  to  the  NCAA  Division  III  tourna- 
ment taking  on  the  University  of  Chicago.  The  wom- 
en ended  their  season  by  taking  on  No.  4-ranked 
Loras  College  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  regional  game 
on  November  13,  2010. 
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After  a  tough  exhibition  loss  to  the  University  of  Northern  Iowa 
at  the  start  of  the  season,  the  Knights  Men's  Basketball  team 
bounced  back  to  win  three  back-to-back  games.  Their  next 
several  games  proved  to  be  quite  a  challenge,  going  on  a  five 
game  losing  streak.  They  finished  out  their  season  winning  four 
of  their  last  six  games. 

Junior  Jordan  Sathoff  will  come  into  the  201 1-2012  sea- 
son ranked  number  28  in  all-time  scoring  with  1 ,037  points. 
Senior  Cole  Danielson  closes  his  three-year  career  with  1 ,01 1 
points. 

Wartburg  ended  its  75th  year  of  competition  on  a  strong 
note,  gaining  wins  in  four  of  its  final  six.  They  finished  their  sea- 
son with  a  10-14  overall  record  and  a  5-1 1  record  in  the  IIAC 
conference.

Wartburg  women's  basketball  closed  a  successful  season  with  an  overall  record 
of  21-5.  Their  advancement  ended  with  a  loss  to  the  University  of  Dubuque  in  the 
Iowa  Conference  Championships  quarterfinals.  The  orange  and  black  locked  up 
the  third  seed  in  IIAC  tournament  with  a  sixth  consecutive  win  on  a  road  game 
at  the  University  of  Dubuque.  Samantha  Harrington  was  honored  individually, 
being  named  team  MVP  and  placed  on  DSHoops.com's  first  team  all-West 
Region  squad.  Harrington  averaged  1 2.5  points  a  game  and  a  career  scoring  of 
1 ,263  points.  The  Knights  were  not  only  honored  for  their  athletic  performance 
this  season,  but  they  also  ranked  fifth  on  the  final  NCAA  Division  III  statistics  for 
attendance.  The  women  drew  an  average  attendance  of  740,  being  part  of  the 
nation's  best  average  for  the  Iowa  Conference. 
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The  Knights  Wrestling  Team  had  another  successful  season. 
The  Knights  wrapped  up  their  season  with  an  overall  record  of 
21-1 .  The  team  also  took  several  first  place  finishes  at  tourna- 
ments throughout  the  year  including  the  Simpson  Invitational 
and  the  Dick  Walker  Invitational.  The  team  also  had  a  strong 
appearance  in  the  Vegas  Duals. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  and  the  eighth  time  in  school  his- 
tory, the  Knights  earned  the  Division  III  National  Wrestling  Title. 
Leading  the  team  was  senior  heavyweight  John  Helgerson  and 
junior  1 97-pounder  Byron  Tate,  who  both  won  individual  nation- 
al titles.  Wartburg  ended  the  meet  with  117  points,  besting  the 
field  by  28.5  points. 

Wartburg's  seven  individual  Ail-Americans:  Mark  Kist-  third; 
Tommy  Mirocha-  fourth  Jacob  Groth-sixth;  Carrington  Banks 
fourth;  Bradley  Banks-second;  continued  a  string  of  1 6  years 
of  five-or-more  such  honors.  Helgerson  ended  his  Wartburg 
career  on  a  21 -match  win  streak,  while  Tate's  roll  now  stands 
at  50  wins  in  his  last  51  matches.

The  track  and  field  team  competed  at  the  Drake  relays  in 
Des  Moines.  The  women's  4x400  team  set  a  new  school 
record,  and  the  4x200  finished  fourth.  The  men  took 
1 6th  in  the  4x200  and  took  fifth  in  the  open  3000-meter 
steeplechase.  Another  season  highlight  came  on  April 
23  when  the  men  and  women  took  home  team  titles  at 
the  Dick  Young  Classic  at  Grinnell  College.  Wartburg  also 
had  a  successful  indoor  season  sending  seven  women's 
events  and  two  men's  events  to  nationals. 


Men's  Tennis  started  out  strong  in  their  fall 
opener  with  Aaron  Masterson  and  Nate  Smith 
placing  in  the  Iowa  Conference  Individual 
Championships.  Both  reached  the  semifinals 
with  Masterson  placing  fourth  in  B  flight  and 
Smith  fourth  in  C  flight.  The  Knights  finished 
their  season  with  a  B-1  5  record,  3-5  in  the 
Iowa  Conference,  with  a  sixth  place  team  finish 
after  a  5-G  loss  to  the  University  of  Dubuque. 
This  season's  leaders  included  sophomore 
Blayne  Willadsen,  junior  Chris  Buckingham,  and 
in  doubles  the  combination  of  senior  Anthony 
Greco  and  Blayne  Willadsen.  This  season 
Willadsen  extended  his  singles  winning  streak 
to  six  matches  and  raised  his  record  to  1 3-B, 
which  ranks  him  best  on  the  team. 
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Women's  Tennis  finished  their  season  with 
an  overall  record  of  1 2-4,  with  a  win  against 
Cornell  the  team  finished  third  in  the  IIAC  Team 
Championships.  Individually  sophomore  Claire 
Evans  took  home  the  B  flight  championship 
and  senior  Molly  Eslick  made  it  to  the  semifinal 
round  of  the  A  flight.  Women's  Tennis  also 
succeeded  in  doubles  play  this  season,  Eslick 
and  senior  Leanna  Nelson  won  the  consolation 
title  in  A  flight.  Eslick  and  Nelson  also  earned 
doubles  all-IIAC  upon  reaching  the  semifinals. 
This  season  marked  Molly  Eslick's  fourth  all- 
Iowa  Conference  award;  the  senior  ended  her 
career  with  a  record  of  85-1  9.  Women's  tennis 
looks  to  grow  in  the  next  couple  of  years  with  a 
large  number  of  underclassmen  on  the  roster. 
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Men's  golf  ended  their  201 1  season  with  a 
sixth-place  finish  at  the  Iowa  Conference  Cham- 
pionships with  a  team  score  of  1 ,286.  The 
Knights  had  two  members  place  individually. 
Senior,  Michael  Dominick  finished  ninth  overall 
and  Sophomore,  Matt  Kristensen  tied  for  twenty- 
fourth.  Throughout  the  season  the  orange  and 
black  finished  within  the  top  five  for  team  scores, 
placing  first  at  the  Wartburg  Spring  Invitational. 
Dominick  was  honored  with  an  all-league  award, 
marking  the  fourth  straight  year  men's  golf  has 
had  at  least  one  honoree.  This  young  team  will 
only  be  losing  one  senior,  and  will  be  returning  two 
juniors,  three  sophomores,  and  five  freshmen. 
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Wartburg  put  another  successful  year  in  the 
books  for  women's  golf.  The  Knights  advanced 
to  the  Division  III  National  Championship  in 
Howey  in  the  Hills,  Florida  where  as  a  team 
they  placed  thirteenth  with  a  total  score  of 
1 ,024.  Individually  the  Knights  succeeded  as 
well,  Paige  Klostermann  tied  for  twenty-third, 
Keisi  Sawatzky  tied  for  twenty-ninth,  and  Re- 
becca Lewis  finished  with  a  tie  at  forty-fourth. 
Klostermann  and  Sawatzky  were  also  named 
all-Midwest  Region  this  year  at  tournament's 
award  banquet.  This  successful  season  was 
their  fourth  top  fifteen  finishes  in  the  past  sev- 
en years.  The  Knights  are  looking  strong  going 
into  next  year  with  losing  only  two  seniors. 
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The  Knights  baseball  team  had  a  successful  season  which  lead  them  to  ad- 
vance to  the  fourth  consecutive  Iowa  Conference  tournament  championship 
series.  Wartburg  lost  to  number  one  seed  Coe,  but  stayed  in  the  tourna- 
ment taking  on  the  number  four  seed  Simpson.  The  Knights  took  a  win  over 
Simpson,  but  again  lost  to  Coe  in  the  championship  game.  The  orange  and 
black  finished  the  weekend  with  a  3-2-tournament  record,  and  a  second  place 
finish.  Coach  Joel  Hoist  said,  "Our  five  seniors  gave  a  really  good  amount  of 
leadership  this  year  and  it  was  nice  to  see  them  have  success."  The  Knights 
closed  the  season  with  a  27-1 8  record.  Senior  pitcher  Bradley  Watson  was 
named  the  league's  Pitcher  of  the  Week  after  an  1 1 -strikeout  win  over  Cen- 
tral. His  1 1  strikeouts  tied  a  personal  single-game  high.  Also,  freshman 
infielder  Ryan  Powers  was  named  the  Iowa  Conference  baseball  Position 
Player  of  the  Week.
